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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

[01] The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

[02] Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fujita 
. (2003/0085994) in view of Korman (2003/01 07487). 

[03] With regard to claims 1 & 7: Transmission to the image processor ("terminal: ] 
device 7") disclosed by Fujita from the third transceiver ("connector 30") disclosed 
by Fujita is achieved "in a wireless manner" as taught by Korman. As noted; in the 
Office action of 3/17/2006, it would have been obvious at the time of the invention 
to a person of ordinary skill in the art that the wired connection disclosed by Fujita 
be replaced with a wireless connection, because these are obvious and wellj- : 
known alternatives to one another, as taught by Korman. The transmission taught 
by Fujita is "direct," as is the transmission taught by Korman. 



Response to Arguments 

[04] Applicant's arguments filed 6/16/2006 have been fully considered but they are: 
persuasive.

[05] Applicant asserts that "[a]ccording to the present invention, the image data can be 
fetched at any time." The claims as recited provide no such narrow 
characterization, nor does Applicant provide evidence that Fujita in view of 
Korman is incapable of such activity. 
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[06] Applicant asserts that "Fujita and Korman do not specifically disclose the trigger 
manner in transmitting diagnostic data while the data recorder still keeps oni 
collecting data." The claims as recited provide no such narrow characterization, 
reciting only the existence of a "trigger," which inherently describes anything which 
is capable of initiating transmission. 

i [07] Applicant asserts that "Korman does not disclose the capsule type endoscopy: 
system for transmitting the image data." Without conceding that Korman does not 
disclose said system, it is respectfully observed that Fujita does disclose said ! 
system, as per the outstanding Office action.
